Ontario Parole Board 


Report States that Few.Paroled Men 
3 Break Faith 


Although economic conditions dur- 
ing the year ended Oetober, 1921, were 
not .such as to facilitate the paroling 
of prisoners, the work of the Ontario 
Parole Board was uniformly success- 
ful, according to the annual report 
presented to Provincial Secretary 
Dixon by Alfred H. Lavell, chief -offi- 
cer, As no men were paroled unless 
they had work to go to, the unemploy- 
ment situation had a very serious ef- 
fect on the activities of the board. 
The reports pointed out, however, that 
employees had been so willing to as- 
sist that, practically without. excep- 
tion, work was forthcoming when it 
was decided to give a man a chance, 

That the system in operation is 
satisfaetory to the men is shown by 
the fact that during the year 92 per 
cent, of the parole eases were suc- 
cessful; that is,° there was no at- 
tempt to break away. Out of the 229 
men whose parole was authérized 
and the 221 whose parole actually 
became effective, less than 20 broke 
this agreement.

Banner of Postage Stamps 


150 Attached’ to Letter Mailed in 
Soviet Russia 

With a “banner” of postage stamps 
3 feet. long and 7 inches wide attach- 
ed, a letter has just been delivered 
from Soviet Russia to Ben Litvir ‘at 
Wandsworth. The letter was posted 
in a suburb of Kieff. 

The stamps are 150 in number—50 
are 200-rouble stamps and 100 are 
3,000-rouble—of the total value of 40,- 
000 roubles. As before the war and 
the Russian revolution the rouble was 
worth round about 560 cents, the pre- 
war total face value of these stamps 
would be $20,000.

APPLICATION OF 
BARNYARD MANURE. 


‘In the Prairie Province the 
habit has been to dismiss the 
question of using manure with 
the rather proud boast, “The soils 
of the West are so rich that they 
do not need manure.” This state- 
ment is only partly true, The 
deep, richly fertile, black clay 
soil found in most. parts of the 
West-probably contains sufficient 
$| fertility to grow bumper crops for 
‘| fifty years without exhaustion, 
could the native fertility be rend- 
ered, available.- and. the ~ proper 
physical. texture of the ' soil be 
maintained. These are the two 
chief immediate uses of barn 
yard manure on prairie farms, to 
help to render fertility available 
by retaining more moisture in the 
soil and to prevent soil drifting by 
maintaining the proper physical 
condition of the soil. 

The average precipitation in the 
West is from 15 to 20 inches in 
normal years. Where the precipita 
tion is less than:20 inches the ap- 
plication of manure is likely to do 
much more harm than good un- 
less the manure is properly ap- 
plied: If unrotted manure is 
spread on the land by hand and 
plowed down’ in chunks, ~these 
little piles of straw will keep the 
land open, cause drying out and 
prevent the raise of moisture from 
below. 

While it is not advisable to 
apply unrotted manure unless in 
districts of heavy rainfall or as a 
top dressing to prevent soil drift- 
ing, profitable results may be 
secured by the application of well 
rotted manure on almost any—land

with: the result that the. Canada of the future will be a nation of polyglot 

n peoples with little in common, but with much that may make for disunion and 

discord. “te 

Such people overlook, or Senate. one important factor in nation building, 
while they gréatly exaggerate-the extent of the menace they profess to so 
greatly fear. In the first place, it is important to recognize the fact that in 
the development of a new country like Canada all kinds and classes of labor 
are required. Work cannot be provided for the skilled -artizan in factories 
until, first of all, the rough labor of the untutored, unskilled worker has been 
byought to bear upon the raw,soil and materials with which this country 
abounds. Before a factory can give employment to the skilled worker, ex- 
cavations must be dug, sewers constructed, railways and roads built, trees 
felled and s@wn into lumber, coal mined, and numerous other odd jobs per- 
formed. The average immigrant from the United States and Great Britain 
does not come’ to Canada to engage in this rough work. He and-his family 
come with the idea of bettering their condition in life. If-ealled upon to do 
this rough, heavy work here such immigrant becomes discouraged and soon 
leaves the country. { 

““-Oir'the other hand men willing to do this kind of work, and looking for 
it, can be obtained in other countries and it would amount to national suicide 
to prohibit theiy’entry into Canada through a bo shortsighted idea of 
keeping Canada solely the birthright of English-speaking peoples. — Western 
Canada would not enjoy the railway facilities. it now possesses, nor would the 
Prairie Provinces boast of its present fine cities and towns had it not been 

for the rough, unskilled work of the very class of people who would now, if 

—kome good people had their way, be barred from entry into this Dominion. 

Nor is there any real danger of Canada being | flooded with ‘‘foreigners” 
to such an extent as to jeopardize our British institutions and’ Canadian 
ideals. ‘The United States became convinced that Europeans had to be kept 
from pouring into that country as the land of promise, with the result that 
law was passed limiting the number of people of any race who might enter 
the States to three per cent, of the, number of such race already: domiciled 
there.. In the firstvyear of the operation of this law it has been discovered 
from the official figures that in the case of one country only did the full.num- 
ber eligible to enter come to the States. That country was Poland. On the 
other hand more people left: the States to return_to Poland than came from 
there, the net result being a loss of Polish population to the United States. 
In like manner more people returned to Italy and ‘Greece than came from 
those countries, while in the case of all other European countries, fewer im- 

- migrants came to the States than would have been allowed to enter under 
the new law. 

It would appear; therefore, that there is no such great rush of Europeans 
to this continent, and that the danger’ of ‘flooding this country with “foreign- 
ers” is more imaginary than real. 

. Canada needs population. That need is manifest on Avery hand. H 
should, therefore, be Canada’s national policy to‘fdmit any white people who 
want to come to our opén areas and to work in the development of our natural 
resources, provided+—and this is the only provision that should be rigidly en- 
forced—they pass strict medical examination and are shown to hold a clear 
bill of health and give ordinary proof of good moral character. We should 
rigidly exclude mental, moral and ‘physical defectives. Having done this, few 
other precautions are necessary, and it is safe to say that out of the enter- 
prising ones who migrate to Canada—and it is the more enterprising who do 
iinmigrate—the greatest proportion will make good.

Stormy Sessions Held at ‘The Hague 
‘ Widens Chasm Between Russia ~ 
and Other Powers 

The Hague.—A stormy session of 
the conférence on Russian problems 
apparently ended all chance of an 
agreement between the Russians and 
the other powers. : 

The chasm between the Russians 
and the other powers apparently is 
wider than originally. The group is 
not divided as it was at Genoa. The 
British and French are acting now 
in agreement on the demands concern- 
ing naturalized property which the 
Russians say practically amounts to 
absolute restitution. This position 
was developed: at the meeting this 
morning of the’ sub-commission on 
porperty, after which M.  Litvinoff, 
head of the Soviets, stated emphati- 
cally he believed that the conference 
had exhausted its usefulness and 
would end without results,. This af- 
ternoon the sub-commission on debts 
had -equally unfavorable results. The 
Russians insisted on haying the pres- 
ent conference fix the total amount of 
pre-war debts Russia would be expect- 
ed to pay; but the non-Russians stood 
out for fixing the sum through mixed 
commissions at a later date. 

M, Litvinoff granted an interview in 
whigh he declared that’ the non- 
Russian delegates had clearly agreed 
to-make the conference a failure and 
were trying to.pin the Russians 
down to answer questidns in order 
to justify breaking up the meeting. 

“We have had no > reply to our re- 


peated requests for definite state- 
ments regarding what credits we 
are to get for reconstruction,” he 
said.

BC. Losses From 
Forest Fires Heavy 


Over 60,000,000 Feet of Green Wood 
Destroyed in June 
‘Vancouver, B.C.—More than 60,000,- 
000 feet of green timber, alone valued 
at approximately $200,000, has been 
destroyed by forest fires during the 
last month. During:-the last few 
weeks between 30 and 40° thousand 
acres have been swept by fire. At 
Grassy Bay, 150 miles northwest of 
Vancouver, fire has destroyed 5,000,- 

000 feet of standing fir and cedar. 

It is the .worst season from the 
viewpoint of fire loss that the coast 
district has experienced for many 
years, — 


Germany Maintains 


That Country Unable 
To Meet Cash Payments 


Paris.—Germany served notice on 
the Allied’ powers through the Repar- 
ations Commission that she could no 
longer meet cash obligations of any 
sort, whether growing out of the Ver- 


sailles treaty stipulations undertaken 
by acceptancé of the London ultima- 
tum of May 5, 1921,:or arranged by 
the schedule of payments drawn up 
by the Reparations Commission. on 
March ‘21; 1922. 

The depreciation of the mark on 
foreign exchanges is given as the rea- 
son for the possibility of Germany to 
pay and for her request that she be re- 
lieved of cash engagements, including 
the. payment of 32,000,000 gold marks, 
as well as all subsequent payments in 
1922, 1923 and 1924. 

The German note submitted to the 
reparations commission makes "no 
mention of Germany's’ intention ‘Te- 
garding cash payments after 1924, 
but asks that the negotiations for a 
foreign loan interrupfed at Paris 
last month, which. Germany blames 
for the continued fall of the mark, be 
resumed at an early date, or a finan- 
cial, economic and social catastrophe 
in Germany would be likely to de- 


yelop. i 


The Germans asked to be relieved 
. 


{ 
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‘the sum of 80 billion 


of payment on the ground that the 
money was badly needed. to fay for 
foreign cereals soon to be purchased 
in- order to insure enough bread for 
the people. ' 

In the note, Germany points out 
that in. May, 1921, the rate of 60 
paper marks to the dollar formed the 
basis of fulfillment of reparations pay- 
ment, while, on July 6 last, the mark 
had declined to 500 for the dollar. In 
order to effect the payment of 720, 
000,000 gold marks during this year 
paper marks 
would be necessary. with the mark at 
its present value. ‘ 

The note concludes: 

“The recent development in the 
rate ‘of exchange“ of the mark, 
which began with the adjournment of 
the negotiations of the loan commis- 
sion, necessitates a speedy provision- 
al settlement, the relief payment ex: 


pected from a foreign loan not hay- ' 


ing been released. In consideration 
of the’ above, the German Government 
would’ be ‘glad if the commission 
would make its decision as “to de- 
mands for respite with all possible 
speed. The German Government 
trusts that such decision will favor 
the resumption of the loan negotla 
tions.” *
